TKE INCOME TAX. 


It has been stated that the income 


tax scheme evolved by the Committee 
on Ways and Means proposes to put a 
tax of 2 per cent, on all incomes fiorn 
$4,000 to $20,000. Upon higher in- 
comes up to 850,000 a tax of 5 per 
cent, is to be imposed; and for all in- 
comes above that amount the tax is 
to be 10 per cent. This is, Jn effect. 
the plan of the progressive income 
tax embodied in the platform of the 
Populists. 
In order ta make the 


scheme as popular as possible it is to 
be imposed on a very small minority 
of the people. Whatever this minor- 
ity may think of the policy, it has 
been gratuitously assumed", bv its 
and advocates that the great majority 
of the American people would wel- 
come a scheme of taxation of which 
they would share none of the bur- 
dens. 


If an income tax is to be imposed 


upon the people of this country, in 
obedience to the demand of the'Pop- 
ulists, let it, at least, be given a 
more equitable and democratic char- 
acter than is possessed by the bill 
that is said to have been "incubated 
in the Committee on Ways and Means. 
A progressive income tax, with a rate 
running up to 10 per cent., would un- 
doubtedly have much attraction for 
those who would not be obliged to 
pay it; but experience has shown that 
$»nch a method of spoliation is not cal- 
culated to yield a-large amount of 
revenue. The higher the tax. the 
more determined the efforts to evade, 
its payment. 


The history of the brief experi- 


ment with an income tax io the 


^United States, from 18(i3 to 1870 


affords ample evidence-on this score! 
In 1S«6. under a uniform rate of tax 
of i, per cent, upon all net incomes 
over S«00, the revenue amounted to 
$72,982,159. 
Subsequently the tax 


on incomes above 35000 was raised to 
10 per cent.: and still later incomes 
above J2000 were subjected to a uni- 
form tax of 2J per cent. lu J871, the 
last year of the tax under this rate, 
the revenue fell to 819,162,651. 


Under the most democratic form 


Where the stations are so far apart that 


the parro'iman cannot meet his neighbor, 
he carries a clock which has a dia) that con 
be marked only by means of a key.

they have been wrecked that help is com- 
ing. The lookout at the station often sen 
the red flame and gives the alarm to the 
life saving crew without any loss of time. 


DanjrcrouH Place*. 


In this way the Atlantic coast is patrolled 


every night for an aggregate distance of 
about SOO miles, or more than one-half of 
all the coast line. There are on this coast 
105 life saving stations, nearly one-half of 
these being on the shores of Long Island 
and New Jersey. Here, within a distance 
of 250 miles, are SO life saving stations, and 
they are as a rule busiest of all the 280 sta- 
tions maintained by the service in the 
Unite)] States. These two coasts extend 
nearly at right angles from tbe great port 
of ^ew York, where centers the commerce 
of the western hemisphere. 


This coast line throughout nearly it« 


whole !rngi;h consists of a narrow strip of 
sand bench, varying in width from a quar- 
ter of a mile to five miles, and separated 
from the mainland by narrow water open- 
ings thatsomi'iimes extend into broad bays 
At a tlistaucp of from 400 to 500 yards from 
the shore it i* bon|..'red by outlying sand 
bars, over which iu violentstormsirnmenBe 
walls of sur! continually break. 


These stores, exposed to all easterly 


storms, are constantly skirted by vessels 
bound to or from the ports of New York 
Philadelphia and Wilmington, and by the 
craft of the coasting trade. Their sands 
have always levied a fearful tribute upon 
passing commerce, and are literally strewn 
with the half iiuriedaud decaying skeletons 
of wrecked vessels, while the graveyards of 
the coast villages and settlements abound 
with unmarked mounds which tell a sad 
tale of destruction of humau life. 


Medals of Honor. 


Along this coast the recent storms of 


which you have read in the telegraphic dis- 
patches fouuil many victims, but not a 
tenth part as many as they would have 
found but for the presence and gallant 
efforts of the life saving crews. 


Mouth after month the lifesaving service 


performs rescues whose accounts deserve 
to be celebrated ic song and story. Few of 
these narratives dud their way into the 
newspapers::ii anythinglikeadeqnateform.

frightful obstacles. For two hours the 
men and a pair of horses struggled through 
the Sdiuls ami over .the hills with the heavy 
oraft and finally reuchecl the base of Bhill 
within half amileof the wreck.

So 
steep was the ascent that timn and beast 
had fairly to climb, find almost to hoist the 
cert afUT them. Nothiug could have been 
done but for the aid of a crowd of sturdy 
town folk who bad assembled there, and 
•anticipating the arrival of the life saving 
party hud cleared away with axes and hand- 
spikes a great deal of the undergrowth and 
ifalleu trees. Even with these impediments 
removed, so precipitous wtw the acclivity 
that it took tho united efforts of 87 brawny 
men anil a span of horses to gain the sum- 
mit, only about 20 feet ueiuy made at a 
time, fly these efforts the top of tLe nlll 
was reached, but the crowd was now all 
brought upstandhiR by a belt of woods, 
which bristled on the crest of tlieeminence, 
linil in which lay fallen trees, half buriod 
in brush Had deuae undergrowth. Tke ob- 
stacle seemed r,o inspire nil present with re- 
newed energy and #tve occasion for a strik- 
ing scene. 


In an iuhtant, and as by « simultaneous 


impulse, all bauds—citizens und crew- 
dung themselves upon the woods with axes 
iindawork bcfran-nhlch resembled acorn- 
bat. 
The hilltop resounded with their 
l)lo*s, the heavy thuds of fallen timber 
lifted and fluug aside and the shouts of 
l-he brigade of pioneers mingled with the 
liowling wind and the hissing of the de- 
scending rain and hail. The woods seemed 
tumbling asunder and were alive with 
rude figures in every variety of action. In 
some places men were showering blows 
upon standing timber. In others they were 
;irying and lifting aside grent fallen trees 
encouraging each other to renewed efforts! 
groups here and there with frantic activity 
were uprooting and rending away masses 
cT brush and undergrowth. Sometimes 10 
men would King themselves upon a young 
tree or Kipling, pull it down ami throw it 
out of the path. In an incredibly short 
space of time the wood was cleared, and the 
mortar cart was dragged forward to the 
brow of the bill. 


A Lcnp For I,tf0. 


The way having been cleared, the life 


•avers i'ouui! themselves upon the summit 
of a bluff, nearly 300 feet above the sea. Be- 
low was the nearly sunken wreck, its two 
masls still standing, but this hull rapidly 
breaking up. Standing in :,be lower rin- 
ging was the captain, and M feet above 
him, on tbe swaying crosstrees, were hud- 
dled the crew. A line was fired from the 
rcortur, and by this means the en Li ru crew 
was rescued after herculean labors on th» 
part of the surfmen and cit.ix.ons.

nalism, saying that he. had never -Jktind 
students who had taken such a course of 
any (treat avail as practical workers lu the 
newspaper v rk they had been trying to 
learn. His iueft is that the proper place to 
train journalists is in newspaper offices, 
though lie thinks that they should have I lie 
best possible preparatory education before 
they begin. 


It is noticeable, however, tlint Mr, Dana 


and Professor Johnson seem to be in tbor- 
OURh accord as to the kind of knowledge 
Journalists should possess. If the professor 
had written his curriculum after readiiiR 
t tr.. Dana's lecture, it could not have suited 
i ic veteran editor's ideas better. So that, 
after all, the principal difference in their 
ideas is that Mr. Dana thinks this knowl- 
edge should be acquired as part of u broad 
general education, while Professor Johnson 
intends to impart it for a specific purpose.

Religious fanaticism is supposed to beat 


the bottom of the recent attacks on the 
Spanish garrison at Molilla by the native 
tribesmen, whom the dispatches variouslv 
d catenate as Arabs, Moors, Berbers, Kabyhi 
and Riffians, to the great confusion of the 
American reader. They are not Arabs at 
*11 and hate the Arabs bitterly, though 
they are coreligionists and some of them 
•peak Arabic. But they have a language 
of their own (hat was spoken by thoir pro- 
genitors long before the Arabs gained a 
foothold on the B&rbary coast. Thcv are 
Moors only iu the sense in which our In- 
dians are Americans, anil though they are 
of Berber stock it is no more proper to call 
them Berbers than it would be to call n na- 
tive of England a Teuton. "Kabyles" is 
even less satisfactory as a designation o( 
them, for in the sense of "tribes" it, is ap- 
plied to people of various and different 
races. 


Riflian.H, or Rif natives, as the geogra- 


phers call them, seems to betheonly proper 
Specification. They inhabit the Rif moun 
tains ou the Mediterranean coast of Moroc- 
co, and have long been notorious for their 
hostility to white men and for their fre- 
quent acts of piracy. In tbe beginning of 
the present century they levied piratical 
toll on most of the maritime nations of 
Europe by agreeing not to molest the ship- 
ping of those countries which paid them 
annually a specific sum. Austria, Prance 
and Spain successfully declared war on the 
sultan of Morocco because of the piratical 
predilections of his subjects, though it was 
not until 1859 that Spain escaped their el- 
actions,

In the middle of winter, dnrlng u fright- 


ful storm, the three masted schooner Kirk- 
ham stranded on Hose mid frown shoal 
The sen was running almost mountain 
nigh. It was night when the vessel struck, 
andwithiuaii hour her bow wan tern to 
pieces. The crew took to the rigiting. Next 
morning the wreck was discovered, but she 
was 15 milts from laud. But what could 
be done? Could any boat livt; in such aseaP 
Was it not mildness to attempt a rescue 14 
miles from the shore, amid such a turbu- 
lent torrent of breakers? 


Fift««n Hours 111 th« Rigging. 


Keeper Cliase did not stop to consider 


these questions. He promptly launched 
his surfhow—uu open bout, ouly 21 feet 
long and 2.^ feet ilecp-and put to sea. At 
last he neareil the wreck arid saw that the 
men were stii I hanging to the rigging. On 
account of the roughness of the ocean it 
was impossih.e to aid the schooner. If this 
had been attumpteu, the surtbost would 
have been d..shed .to pieces. So Keeper 
Chase droupul down near to tlie schooner 
between seas, anchored his craft and threw 
i small Hue reached to a heaving stick on 
board the wn-ck.

When 
the rye hi sown as early a.s Aug. 1, one 
can, if the rains are timely, sow on four 
quarts of clover to tho acre at the time, 
and ui the winter the 170 will protect it, 
and when the rye is cut for the gram, 
the clover^is left in "full feather" 
mouths ahead of spring sowing. 


If the clover for any canse doe* trill 


out, the rye is left either for grain or to 
plow under, and all that is lost is the 
seed. But if success is a result the ven- 
ture is rewarded several times over, and 
total failure is about out of the ques- 
tion. The beat thing about this plan is 
that one has no barren land to wash and 
leach in fall, winter and spring, and if 
there is anything in the theory of «oil 
nitrification through the agency of bac- 
teria by always having a growing crop 
on the ground, this rye und clover com- 
bination is ouo of its chief promoters, 
and besides so shortens up the rotation 
that one has a clover sod in use or in 
sight all of tlie time, and makes yet 
more siyuilicimt the agency of this fer- 
tilizer in our furni operations.

Thera are two "best" ways to sow rye 


among corn, and we have had good suc- 
cess both ways, writes one of Ohio's prac- 
tical farmers to The Country Gentleman, 
He aays: Our firat way was to wait until 
tlie corn was out up and off tin aeld, aa 
the filling of the siloes demaifled it the 
last week in October. No preparation of 
the ground was attempted before sowing 
tho rye, which was broadcasted on at the 
rate-of two bushels per acre. The cut- 
away harrow was then set to work goin" 
both ways of the field, which cuts thi 
soil flne and sufficiently deep, and then a 
64 tooth harrow was run ones over the lot 
to smooth it down. For two years we 
thought that the rye did not get the start 
it should before winter, and have since 
put it in early in August, once the last 
week in July, 


If this course is pursued, it requires a
